'F Hen the condition of his Majeſties Aﬀairs in his antient Kingdom of 
Scotland, required Ammunition and Arms ; then the ſaid David ha- 


zarded his life, ſtock and credir for the ſaid wants, and brought ther 
home accordingly : nor for any private end or advantage of his own, but in obedience 
to his Majeſty and Parliaments ſpecial Command and Commiſſion, Dared at Perth, 
20 December, 1650. 

2+ For the ſaid David's better ſatisfaRion andinconragement; his Majeſty and Par- 
liamenc paſſed an obligatory Ac of Parliament, obliging King and Parliament, and 
their Succeſſors, thankfully ro content and repay the ſaid David, his Heirs, Executors 
and Aſſigns of whatſoever ſam or ſums of money rhe ſaid David ſhould disburſe or 
ſuſtain in che ſaid employment ; and that to be payed our of the firſt and readieſt of the 
Maintenance, Excize, or any other publick Dues with its Intereſt, Expence and Im- 
provement ; as the AR inir ſelf more fully ſheweth. Day and date aforeſaid. 

3» The ſaid David no ſooner arrived Scot/ard, went fot Sterling to render his Ma- 
Jeſty an accompr of his diligence, who was gcatiouſly pleaſed ro own ir as an Act of 
feaſonable and faichful ſervice ; and did mok earneſtly recommend his caſe and condi- 
tion to #/ill;am Duke of Hamilton, preſſing his Grace to be careſul of the ſaid David's 
repayment ; Which if the Lord had ſpared him life, it had not been deferred co this day. 

4+ Upon their confideration, his Majeſties Parliament and Council, after an exa& 
inquiry» found his real Disburſements ro amount co 2439 /. 16 /. fterl. principal, with 
Its intereſt and expences, by-gone and ro come ; regretting their inabilicy, that they 
had no money for preſent, did recommend his ſingular caſe and condition ro his Ma- 
jefties Privy Council , to the end they might finde out ſome effeAual way for his re- 
payment, Principal, Annual Rents and Expences z as by their A& , Edenburgh 2 Ju- 
lziz 1661, | 

$. Who after re-examining of his accompts, did not onely approve of his former 
ſum, intereſt and expence, now amounting to 4844 /. 6 /. ſterl. bur alſo of the ſum of 
3000 /. fterl. he loſt inthe ſaid employmenc, to che utrer ruining of his whole Rock, 
trade & livelihood; likewiſe approving of his one inthe retiring of the publick Bond 
of 16000 Rix-Dollers : andin regard they had nor preſent money, they paſſed an A& 
of Council appointing the Lord Chancellonr to write a letter in their name co the Earl 
of Landerdale Secretary for rheKingdom of Scot/and,to the end his Lordſhip ſhould re- 
commend his caſe and ſufferings ro his Majeſty » that ſome effeRual and ſpeedy courſe 
might be taken for the ſaid David's re-payment ; and that he be not altogether ruined 
in his Majeſties and their Services,ſo loyally and cordially ated by him, when no other 
would undertake ir, as in the Ac ir ſelf is more fully enlarged.

6. Recommended by his Majeſty tothe Earl of Lauderdale, to minde him of the ſaid 
David, when the fines come to be diſpoſed of ; that then his Majeſty may take the ſaid 
David's claims and ſervices into his gracious confideration : Whitehall, 2 July 1663. 


Wherefore it is humbly preſented, That this great rnune recerved # not accidental loſs, 
or forced prejudice, but a real, clear and well-grounded pation, upon all imagina- 
ble Security; beſides bis carriage 1n the ſaid employment moſt largely recorded 
and recommended : confidently perſwading himſelf”, if that his Majeſty were truly 
informed of the ſaid David's caſe, and his ſad ſufferings at preſent, ſuſtained there- 
through,no doubt but his Majeſty would gratiouſly order his due ſatisfattion and re- 
ward out of the firſt and readieſt of his Revenue conform to the Tenowr of þis En- 
gagement, and Afts of Parliament and Cenncil paſſed in his behalf.
